The work I do is exclusively envoived with the depiction, often details, 
of architectural imagery. A special focus is the interrelationship 
of colors, textures, shapes, and shadows. Pattern is often a primary 
concern to me. Many times, and with great intent, these architectrual 
compositions become a relationship of abstract shapes. 

In particular, this year's May Show entry, "Mia Bch, Detail Series, III" 
is a view of one of the art deco style Miami Beach hotels. A concern 
was to show the intensity of the light and color of the tropical area. 
One way which this was attempted was to have a strong pattern of intense 
shadow against a rather light pastel shade. The horizontal details of 
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the building play against the cast shadows to become an abstract 
pattern of shapes. The importance of the particular structure 
may be minimized, and influence of the environment becomes 
more dominate. 

The other entry "FLW Series, Buffalo" is showing a detail of the 
Darwin Marton house by Frank Lloyd Wright in Buffalo, New York. 

This time there is a bit more interest in showing the integraty of 
the architectural design. The choice of the original color of the 
building materials, for example, are important. They are unique 
to this setting, selected by this important designer. Another element 
of architectural detail that is important as an abstract shape is 
Mr. Wright's art glass window.
